LONDON, Feb. 17.—(#)—Rus- 
sian troops have smashed 30 miles 
west of Kharkov in their chase 
of retreating Germans, capturing 
the railway junction of Bogoduk- 
hov, the Soviets announced in a 
special communique tonight. 

Capture of Bogodukhov, 30 


miles northwest of the German 
bastion of Kharkov, which fell 
yesterday, leaves the Nazis in this 
area only one railway line of es- 
cape to the west, between Poltava 
and Kharkov. 

Broaden Red Salient. 

Another Soviet spearhead plung- 
ed into Graivoron, 20 miles north 
of Bogodukhov, and this column 
apparently was racing down from 
Kursk to harry the German re- 
treat, for the communique, as rec- 
orded by the Soviet monitor, said 
Graivoron fell in action “in the 
Kursk region.”

Root of Depression. 


These sources give the following 
picture of tr» causes of sinking 
spirits inside Germany and signs 
of Nazi uneasiness: 

At the root of the gloom and 
depression are the rapidity with 
which Germany is being brought 
into the “front lines” through 
RAF bombings and hardships of 
the Nazi conception of total war, 
the impact of heavy casualties, the 
drastic stripping of the war-weary 
Germans of everything but the 
barest necessities on one hand and 
the merciless spur to new effort 
on the other, and shaken confi- 
dence in Hitler as a soldier-genius, 
especially among the soldiers, as a 
result of military defeats. 


All this is a backdrop suggestive 
of 1918. The Deutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung recently carried the slo 
gan, “Do the opposite from 1918.”

ing strongholds in areas where 
trouble is most likely to occur, 
such as the Bohemia workers dis- 
tricts. To disguise the purpose of 
the reported “SS fortresses,” they 
are described as troop exercise 
grounds. 

How hard the war has struck 
German homes is openly aescribed 
by the Deutsche Allegemeine Zei- 
tung. 

“In the last year the war has 
heavily burdened not only the 
warriors at the fronts but also 
many persons in the homeland,” 
it said. “British terror from the 
air has hit seriously the German 
cities. heavier than heretofore. 
Gaps in families have opened 
more and more and many new 
crosses have been added to those 
on the battlefields in the east and 
Africa.” 

Evacuees “Shaken.” 

Many Germans evacuated from 
bombed districts were described 
as “too shaken”*to give a co- 
herent picture of what happens 
during a heavy raid. 

The effects, however, are reflect- 


ing regularly in west German 
newspapers offering to exchange 
homes ‘in Duesseldorf, Bremen, 
Kiel, Essen, Hanover, Cologne and 
other hard-hit cities for homes in 
middle or southern Germany or 
in small towns with good commu- 
nications to the big cities.

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U-Boat Lairs Raided 


In Most Extensive 


Night Sweep of War 


LONDON, Feb. 17.—(AP)—British bombers and fighters 
in an attack described by qualified observers as the most ex- 
tensive night sweep of the war hammered last night at the 
great U-boat lairs at Lorient—the tenth time this month—and 
ranged hundreds of miles into Germany, Holland, Belgium 
and northern France. : 


There was no official estimate 
of the number of planes used in 
the mass forays, but there were 
believed to be many hundreds. 

The “concentrated” raid on Lori- 
ent, at the northern.end of the 
Bay of Biscay on the French coast, 
was made by a large force of giant 
bombers carrying heavy loads of 
the largest bombs, the air min- 
istry announced. And while the 
bombers were doing their work, 
swarms of fighters made daring 
attacks on Axis communications. 
They blasted canals, railways and 
other transport facilities. 


Two bombers failed to return 
from the raid on Lorient, and one 
intercepting fighter was shot 
down. They were met by a mass 


of German fighters of all types, 
one returning pilot said. 

The jubilant fliers declared that 
photographic evidence proved 
their persistent pounding of this 
favorite base of the German sub- 
marines was successful. They said 
a fiery pattern of explosives was 
laid over the entire port, which 
has concrete pens for 30 subma- 
rines. 

While the Lorient raid was go- 
ing on, RAF fighters fanned out 
in one of their most widespread 
night offensives. 

The air ministry news service 
said some of the pilots flew as 
low as 300 feet over Germany, 
attacking important gates on the 
Dortmund-Ems canal. Others 
smashed at motor vehicles, barges 
Fe locomotives. Visibility was

Following up thrusts by fighter 
bombers against Axis transport on 
the continent last night, squadrons 
of Spitfires carried out a sweep 
over the Dunkirk area today. 
Other fighters damaged locomo- 
tives in northern France. Four 
aircraft were reported missing.

Canned Meat, Fish Sales Frozen

mon canned items as salmon, tuna 
fish, shrimp, lobster, meat spreads, 
tongue and potted meats. 


The order does not apply to 
products sold in frozen form, such 
as quick-freeze lobster, nor to 
canned products not sealed or 
sterilized by the use of heat. Pick- 
led pig’s feet and dried beef are 
examples of the latter. 


This prohibition on sales, going 
into effect at midnight tonight, 
precedes by three days the start 
of an eight-day general ban on the 
sale of articles which are to be 
rationed beginning March 1. This 
“freeze,” previously announced, 
affects canned and frozen fruits 
and vegetables, dried fruits, can. 
ned soups and canned baby. foods. 
None of these can be sold by 
stores from midnight Saturday, 
February 20, until the start of 
point rationing March 1. 


Exempted from the canned fish 
and meat order are combinations 
such as canned pork and beans; 
although most of these combina- 


March 1 along with canned vege- 
tables and fruits. 

The order did not apply to dog 
and other pet foods. OPA officials 
explained that those are made 
largely of byproducts and cereals. 

Canned fish and canned meat 
have been getting scarce for civil- 
lans for many months because the 
armed forces and lend-lease ad- 
ministration take most of the pro- 
duction. In the case of canned 
meats, lend-lease purchases take 
75 per cent of all production. The 
government takes more than 50 
per cent of the canned fish output. 

Civilian consumption of canned 
meat declined from an average of 
four pounds per person in 1941 to 
two pounds in 1942. Consumption 
of canned fish has declined from 
9.2 pounds per person in the years 
1935-39 to 2.2 pounds last year 
and an estimated 1.9 pounds this 
year. 

Tonight’s freeze order applies 
to sales by retailers and whole. 
Salers alike. Wholesalers, how. 
ever, may continue to buy stocks 
from canners.

No Handicaps for Children 


Under Shoe Rationing Program 

So it’s a good idea to stop that rumor, OPA says. A run on 
clothing might result in rationing in the near future. Normal buy- 
ing will keep things on an even keel. 

Despite stories that active youngsters will lose out under shoe 
rationing, OPA says that no child will suffer handi- 
cap under the program. The following reasons are 
given: 

1. Rations for men are liberal, and because stamps 
are transferable within a family group, a father’s 
stamps may be used to buy shoes for children. 

2. If a child needs shoes after his stamp No. 17 
has been spent and there is no other stamp 17 avail- 
able in the family, his parents may apply to the 
local ration board for a purchase certificate. 

General shoe rationing does not change a pre- 
vious ration order covering six types of men’s rubber 
boots and rubber work shoes, which still may be 

obtained only through a special certificate issued by the ration 
board. 

Many farm families believe that having home-canned food and 
home-produced meat, they have no need to register for War Ration 
Book Two. OPA urges that they—that everyone—apply for the 
ration book. It is highly possible that things other than meat and 
canned goods may be designated for purchase with coupons from 
the new book. Just as shoe rationing caught large numbers of 
persons needing the book they thought they would never need, just 
so some other kind of rationing might find those who do not have 


Book Two in a quandary. 


How To Obtain Rationed Food 


If You Operate Boarding House 

Mrs. Martha White, of 867 Ponce de Leon avenue, has 10 board- 
ers. She wants to know how she will obtain rationed foods after 
March l. 

Under OPA regulations, all boarding houses with eight or more 
guests are classified as institutional users of food. Mrs. White, 
because she has less than 50 people living at her house, would 
operate under the “pooled book” system. In other words, each of 
her guests must obtain his own ration book and then turn it over 
to Mrs. White for use when she makes the purchases for her table. 

Mrs. Anna L. Martin, of Forest Park, wants to know how to 
get a No. 1 ration book for her daughter who was living in Vir- 

ginia with relatives when sugar books were 
issued. 
This is the procedure, outlined yesterday by 
OPA under a new amendment to the regula- 
tions. 
: 4 Persons who did not register for Book One 

: before January 15 may receive them on or after 

February 22, provided they have made proper 
application and such application has been reviewed and approved 
by the ration board. Everyone must apply in person at the ration 
board having jurisdiction over the place where he lives. The board 
will require the following information from each applicant: 

1. Proof of the person’s identity, such as driver’s license, selec- 
tive service registration card or other identification. 

2. Proof of present address, such as a current light or water bill. 

3. A statement that the person has never before applied for a 
No. 1 ration book, together with the reasons for his failure to do so. 

4. A record of the address at which he lived on May 4, 1942, 
and a record of each subsequent address. Boards will require proof 
of each of these addresses, since they have been instructed by OPA 
to check with the ration board in each of these localities. 

5. Boards may ask for any additional information they think 
important in determining whether a book should be issued. 


Investigation Required Before 
Ration Books May Be Issued 


OPA says, “Do not expect to get the books on the day of appli- 
cation. since it is required that each late application be thoroughly 
investigated.” 

“It will take a little time,” Paul M. O’Leary, OPA deputy ad- 
ministrator in charge of rationing, said “to complete the investi- 
gation now required before any further War Ration Books may be 
issued. This is particularly true where applicants have moved 
frequently during the past 10 months and it is necessary to get in 
touch with other boards to verify the statement that the applicant 
has not registered before.” 

One exception in the regulations described in the preceding 
paragraphs concerns children under 18 years of age. In such cases, 
the parent, guardian, another adult member of the family or another 
responsible adult should go to the board to make application, rather 
than the child, OPA said.

Yet the legislative sessions 
which have met since that time have refused 
to furnish the money needed for the school’s 
operation. It was an undeserved and heart- 
breaking rebuff to the public-spirited Negroes 
who had provided the school and had, so 
proudly, given it to their state. 


Two years ago a bill to appropriate money 
for the school was passed by the legislature, 
but former Governor Talmadge vetoed the 
measure. 


This time the bill was passed by the house 
without dissenting vote and with only one 
adverse vote in the senate. Despite the finan- 
cial problems of the state it is to be hoped 
Governor Arnall and the budget commission 
can -find the funds needed to put the schocl 
into operation at the earliest possible date.

ONE WORD MORE

WASHINGTON, Feb. BAD NEWS FROM AFRICA For the first time since the 


war began, American troops 
have been thrown into battle on something like a grand scale. 

The news is bad, but not disastrous. 

The inexperienced American soldiers were attacked by the 
hard-bitten, battle-toughened soldiers of Mare 
shal Rommel’s African army. (We can thank 
God we started selective service when we did 
—and wish we had started it sooner.) 

The result was not surprising. 

The tough German troops broke through 
and are in a position to imperil supply lines of 
the Allied army. Germany has done nothing 
important. It perhaps is a diversion. It will 
sound good in Germany. 

In a sense, it was like pitting the top-flicht 
professional football team against one which 
has excellent material but which had not 
played a game. 

The same thing happened to the Engiish tn 
their early African combats. They were against 
tank forces with more battle expenence 

om No soldier is really a soldier until he has 
heen under fire, 

The American soldiers in Africa will take 
punishment. Il would wager the counterattack they made was as 
gallant as any charge in American history. This one was made 
with tanks, artillery and infantry. The Germans had heavier tanks, 
a new development, and they had the “know how” of experienced 
troops. 

It was costly. The President tried to say, as kindly as he 
could, in his last speech to the nation, that casualties would be 
high. Reports from the battlefront indicate the fighting has 
been costly. 

This is our first real battle, as we are accustomed to think of 
battles. The gallant, desperate jungle fighting is as brave and 
as valuable as anything we have ever done, or will ever do. This 
was a battle as we think of battles, with a front and with tanks 
and guns and planes in action, 

America will begin to feel the war when the casualties come in. 

Then, perhaps, we will realize that we are not producing 
enough; then, perhaps, we will quit complaining about restrictions. 

The war has, for the United States, troadened and become 
more costly. 


MEN AT WAR 


Hemingway wrote: 

“This book will not tell you how to die. This book will tell 
you, though, how all men from the earlest times we know have 
fought and died. So, when you have read it you will know that 
there are no worse things to be gone through than men have been 
through before.” 

I think perhaps the book might be all right for those with people 
in the Army, or in the fighting. That is, I think it might be all 
right if read in its entirety. Just parts of it might be harrowing. 

I think that Hemingway did a right thing when he included 
in the book all of Stephen Crane's “The Red Badge of Courage.” 

If you read that you will understand a lot about war and men 
in battle, even though it is about the War Between the States in 
our own country. 

Hemingway thinks the best thing in the book was written out 
for him in a hospital in the first World War. Hemingway was 19 
then, and wounded, The English wrote a quotation: 

“By my troth, I care not: a man can die but once; we owe God 
a death ... and let it go which way it will, he that dies this year 
is quit for the next.” 

That comforted the men. It will not comfort any parents 

There is not much that can comfort them except a faith and 
a belief that no matter what happens: no matter if the worst 
happens, the worst shall be counted as spent in a cause which 
required such spending.

Because of this, Hemingway argues that France was not defeated 
in 1940, but in 1917; that Singapore was not lost in 1942, but at 
Gallipoli and on the Somme and in the mud at Passchendaele. 

“All of history is of one piece and it is ourselves, who bore 
the least weight of casualties in 1917 and 1918, who have to bear 
the most to defeat Germany this time. It was not Pearl Harbor 
which ended our isolation, but 1917,” he wrote. 

You -will find in the book some fighting from the Bible. the 
Battle of Hastings, Julius Caesar’s invasion of Britain, Xenophon’s 
March to the Sea, and stories of fighting on through our second 
World War. 

If you read the stories, you will see, indeed, that no man will 
go through worse in this war than man has gone through before. 

Our men in Africa will fight better tomorrow because of that 
defeat. They had to have what the writers refer to as the baptism 
of fire. They will be veterans from now on. They will learn 
fast and will themselves become hard-bitten and toughened for war. 

There are worse things than war, and they come with defeat. 

You see that in the book. 

Our men have not been defeated in a decisive contest. Thev 
have been hurt and they have seen their dead and they will go on 
to drive Rommel’s men out of Africa.

_ All through America’s early history, from the landing of the 
first settlers to the civilizing of the last frontier. there was alwavs 
a scarcity of women.

He dreads their tears and tantrums, 
their wrath and their hide-removing tanguage, their unreasonable- 
ness and unfairness and their knack of putting him in the wrong. 

Every man who has some of the instincts of a gentleman begins 
married life - under a handicap. For pride’s sake he is determined 
to treat his wife “like a lady,” whether she behaves like one or 
not. He feels obligated to make her happy and to give her everv- 
thing he can, and this translates into letting her have her own wav. 
Thus she soon discovers that she can boss him—and no human 
being having such power can resist the temptation to use it.

|'ments-—provided civilians co- 
operate. 
There were 180,000 physicians 


In the United States, or, say, one 
physician foc every 750. people. 
But not all of the 180,000 doctors 
|were in practice. Allowing for 10 
per cent of the total as not in 
practice, perhaps there was still 
one doctor for each 850 persons, 
before the war. 

Whether there has been any ac- 
tual shortage of practicing physi- 


doctors from their communities to 
enter military service seems doubt- 
ful. Of course some people raise a 
great cry when their favorite med- 
ical adviser leaves them to the ten- 
der mercies of other doctors for 
the duration. And in some isolated 
places where a physician answers 
'the country’s call the people are 
unquestionably left to depend on 
'physicians who are not so readily 
accessible.

United Nations 
Plan Olympics 
This Summer 


If War Conditions Per- 
mit, Soldiers of Ten 
Nations To Meet. 


By J. H. COLBURN. 


LONDON, Feb. 17.—(#)—Ath- 
letic programs for American sol- 
diers in England are being shaped 
with the idea that if war condi- 
tions permit, a United Nations 
Military Olympics may be held 
this summer. 

Plans still are tentative and ap- 
proval of the high military com- 
manders will be needed before 
definite steps can be taken to hold 
the largest international sports 
carnival since the last Olympic 
games in Berlin in 1936. 

Present discussion of the mili- 
tary Olympics visuali:.s soldiers 
of at least nine nations participat- 
ing in 10 sports, stressing compe- 
tition essential for the physical 
conditioning of fighting men. 

Athletics now are being de- 
veloped at American bases under 
the direction of Colonel Theodore 
Arter, former publisher of the Al- 
toona (Pa.) Tribune and a mem- 
ber of the Army’s Special Service 
Branch, and Harvey Gibson, Red 
Cross commissioner. 

Stars and Stripes, which is a 
unit of the Special Service Branch, 
is championing the idea, 

The proposal under discussion 
by Colonel Arter, Gibson and 
camp athletic directors envisions 
competition among soldiers of the 
United States, Canada, Great 
Britain, Australia, Norway, Hol- 
land, Poland, the Fighting French 
and Czechoslovakia. Events would 
include boxing, wrestling, soccer, 
volleyball, basketball football, 
baseball, track, swimming, rifle 
and pistol shooting. 

The Americans have 2,000 box- 
ers training and fighting, and other 
thousands playing on 180 basket- 
ball teams and 120 soccer squads. 
Competition has been held

Army Planning 
Largest Boxing 
Meet in History 


Competition Confined to 
Millions of Soldiers 
Training in U. S. 


By BOB CONSIDINE. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—(4)— 
The Army is planning the great-| 
est boxing tournament in history. | 
It will be almost twice as big as) 
the AEF championships, which | 
engaged the active or rooting in-| 
terest of 2,000,000 doughboys. | 
It will be an amateur tourna- 


ment in all probability, which will 
eliminate the Army’s and world’s 
No. 1 and 2 heavyweights—Ser- 
geant Joe Louis and Corporal 
Billy Conn. But barring the tour- 
nament to pros is expected to 
stimulate interest and provide a 
larger list of entrants. 

Competition will be confined to 
the mililons of soldiers now train- 
ing in this country. Each camp 
will run tournaments in every 
weight class. These champions 
will in turn compete against other 
camp champions, then against area 
champions and so on until the 
finals are held. 


Announcement of the tourna- 
ment is being held up because it 
has not yet been decided whether 
to stage it solely for the entertain- 
ment of the troops or permit the 
public to gain admission to the 
matches. 

Also under consideration is a 
proposal to stage preliminary pro- 
ceedings in the camps, for soldiers 
only, and produce the final 
matches in some large arena, ad- 
mit the public and turn over re- 
ceipts to Army Emergency Re- 
lief. All officers concerned are 
determined that the gigantic tour- 
nament will in no way be com-| 
mercialized. 

It was the AEF championships 
of the last war which launched 
boxing on the gold standard. The 
tremendous interest that tourna- 
ment aroused not only among the 
expeditionary force but also in 
this country increased interest in 
the game a thousand-fold. 

Out of the gruelling AEF cham- 
pionships emerged some of the 
best fighting men of the 1920’s— 
including the incomparable Gene) 
Tunney, winner of the AEF light- 
heavyweight title. 

We were talking to Commander 
Tunney today about that tourna- 
ment. 

“It was a tremendous competi- 
tion,” he recollected. “Countless 
thousands of men entered the tour- 
nament. I won my title in Paris 
in my thirty-second match. Bob 
Martin had to fight 39 or 40 times 
before he won the heavyweight 
title.
